THIRD ANNUAL REPORT OF THE INSPECTOR OF THE 
Cn HOUSE OF REFUGE. 


To the Warden and Members of the Municipal Council of the County of Oxford : 


GENTLEMEN, — 


In presenting my third annual report I have followed largely the 
form of previous years. All the income and expenditure of the year 
appears in one or other of the attached Schedules. There has however 
been no payment for light during the year. In making the calculation 
as to total cost of keep, per inmate, I have assumed the capital at 
$30,000 as fixed by the Council, although it has not yet reached that 
figure, but still the cost is considerably reduced, and in my opinion 


. can yet be brought lower, after increased experience. ‘The quality of 


- goods supplied during the year by the several contractors, has been 


_very good. There has beer considerable friction, during part of the 


- year, between the manager and a few of the inmates, but not more, I 


think, than is usually found in similar institutions. On the whole, good 
order, care and cleanliness have been maintained. JI would call the 


‘ 


50 

attention of the Council to the fact that the manager has furniture, etc., 
which he values at $1,000 a good part of which is in constant use and 
for which I think he should have some allowance. 1 would recommend 
that a uniform kind of clothing be in future supplied to the inmates ; 
_ preferably purchased by tender. As there is abundance of feed on 
hand, I would also recommend the purchase of two or three more cows; 
as the institution requires a large quantity of milk.
